educational pursuits, and the length of time participants9

participate in education to fulfill their work requirement under10

the program;11

(3) The monthly earnings, educational level attained, and12

employment status of such participants at six months and at twelve13

months after terminating participation in the aid to dependent14

children program; and15

(4) A summary of activities performed by the department16

to promote postsecondary educational opportunities to participants17

in the aid to dependent children program.18

Sec. 3. (1) The Department of Health and Human Services19

shall provide a report to the Governor and the Legislature no20

later than December 1 each year regarding the data and information21

collected pursuant to section 2 of this act, including a summary of22

such data and information.23
